OSCODA, Mich. (AP) - A 
Christmas 
Eve 
drive 
to 
see 
holiday lights and sing carols 
turned into a 30-minute night­ 
m are for an Air Force major, 
his wife and six children when 
they were held at gunpoint by a 
m o t o r i s t whom they 
had 
stopped to aid. 
“The kids were all singing ca­ 
rols until that man pulled a gun 
and then you could have heard 
a pin drop,” said Mrs. Joyce 
Gibout, wife of Maj. Fredereick 
G. 
Gibout of 
Wurtsmith 
Air 
Force Base at Oscoda. 
“ I am just thankful that we 
got out all right and that none 
of us were harmed,” she said. 
The Gibouts 
and 
their 
six 
children ran into trouble a short 
tim e after they left the base to 
see light displays at homes in 
the Tawas, Mich., area. 
“ We saw a car in a ditch and 
since it was Christmas Eve, my 
husband and I figured we owed 
it to the people in that car to 
lend them a hand since it was 
in a pretty remote area and 
they might be stranded,” she 
said. 
Maj. Gibout walked back to 
the disabled car and found the 
driver, later identified as Wal­ 
ter Graham, 32, of Troy, Mich., 
standing beside it. 


The two men returned to the 


Gibout car and, 
police 
said, 


Graham pulled a gun. 


“He told us all to be quiet but 


it was not necessary, for the 


kids didn’t let out a peep as the 
man climbed into the front seat 
on my side and ordered my 
husband to turn the car around 
and head towards Tawas,” said 
Mrs. Gibout. 
“I don’t know how far we 
drove but it must have been 
about 20 or 30 minutes before 
he told my husband to pull over 
to the side of the road, ordered 
all of us out of the car and 
drove away after taking my 
pocketbook and my husband's 
w allet.” The amount of money 
he took was not known. 
The 
family 
walked 
to 
the 
nearby Iosco County sheriff’s 
office and reported the incident. 
Roadblocks were set up and 
within an hour, two state troo­ 
pers spotted the stolen station 
wagon and ordered the driver 
to halt. 
Mrs. Gibout, a nurse, said she 
felt no real regrets over the 
family decision to stop and a ;d 
the 
disabled 
motorist. 
“You 
know how it is with Christmas 
and all . . . you feel that you 
have to help our fellow man.”

Briton Freed 
By Red China 


HONG KONG (AP) — British 
banker David Johnston walked 
to freedom Christmas morning, 
crossing into Hong Kong from 
Communist China where he had 
been imprisoned for 28 months 
on charges that he was “ an 
enemy of China.”

His wife was detained by Chi­

and then released. She has been 
living in England and flew to 
Hong Kong Thursday night for 
the Christmas Day reunion.

His kidnapers said in a m es­ 
sage that they released Beihl 
because his abduction had serv­ 
ed its purpose “at least for the 
mom ent.” He was seized as a 
hostage Dec. 1 when 16 Basque 
activists went on trial in Burgos 
with the government asking the 
death penalty for six. 
The 59-year-old diplomat, hon­ 
orary consul in San Sebastian, 
Spain, 
was 
freed 
Thursday 
ni ht and driven here by West 
G e r m a n television 
network 
executives who arranged for his 
release. 
Two em ployes 
of the 
ZDF 
network who volunteered to be 
held by the Basques “as secur­ 
ity” until it was certain Beihl 
had arrived outside Spain or 
France were released Friday. 
The 
men, 
sound 
engineer 
Andre Chambrun and assistant 
cam eram an Peter Kruse, said 
at a French border town that 
they had gone to Spain for the 
transfer. “The only thing we 
can say tonight w as that we 
% were in Spain,” they said, de­ 
clining to give additional de­ 
tails. 
When he was told he would 
be freed, Beihl said, he “didn’t 
believe it until I was taken out 
of the house and driven aw ay.” 
He said he was forced to wear 
special glasses that prevented 
him from seeing and was ac­ 
companied by five to six armed 
men wearing masks. 
Beihl said he was driven to

handed over to two Paris staff 
members of the ZDF network, 
correspondent Albert Gaum and 
cameram an Baldur Freek. 
Beihl was kidnaped from his

any of the 16 Basque activists 
on trial in Burgos received the 
death penalty. 
While the results of the Bur­ 
gos trial is not to be announced 
until Saturday, the Spanish Bas­ 
que organization ETA indicated

For Natural Gas 


Local residents may soon have to pay an average 


of 16 cents a month more for natural gas because of 
higher out-of-state prices. 


The Southern California Gas Co. has filed an ap­ 
plication with the California Public Utilities Com­ 


mission seeking a $13 million annual revenue in­ 
crease to offset increased gas prices from the El 
Paso Natural Gas Co. in El Paso, Tex. 


The El Paso increase goes into effect March 31. 


Norm Hawes, the gas company’s Inland Division 
m anager, said the higher El Paso rates will be sub­ 
ject to final federal power commission review and 
eventually may be reduced. Any reduction, he said, 
will be passed along to the company’s customers. 


El Paso is seeking an increase of 3.66 cents per 
thousand cubic feet of gas, or $23 million per year, 
said Hawes. But, he added, the local gas company 
proposes to offset some $10 million of this increase 
by applying credits from recently approved rate re­ 
ductions. 
The reductions, from El Paso and Transwestem 
Pipeline Co., Houston, Tex., are adjustments from 
rate cases recently resolved by the federal power 
commission.

Gift for County - 
Half-Cent Tax Cut 


Residents of Los Angeles County will get a half 


cent sales tax cut on Jan. 1. 
Richard Nevins, Southern California member of 
the state Board of Equalization, said the half-cent 
ransit tax authorized by the 1969 Legislature for a 
six month period — July 1, 1970 to Dec. 31, 1970 — 
is terminated. 
“The law did not provide for an extension beyond 
the Dec. 31 deadline,’’ said Nevins. “The household 
budget w.ll receive a needed shot in the arm with 
the end of that half cent Southern California Rapid 
Transit tax.” 
Nearly $16.4 million in transit tax was collected 
by the Board of Equalization during the three 
months ending Sept. 30, Nevins said. 
He anticipated the tax for the entire year would 
br ng a total of approximately 34 million to the ra- 
pil transit district. 
Nevins urged all retailers to replace their 5!/2 cent 
ta t schedule with the 5 per cent schedule before 
c a ting Dec. 31.

passing 109 homes. 
The residents 
finally decided 
that they had had enough this 


sum m er after trucks rumbling 
along Brea Canyon Road woke 
them up early every morning, 
even on Sundays. 
With opening of school in Sep­ 
tem ber, the residents began to 
hold informal meetings to for­ 
mulate plans for collective pro­ 
tection. 
A prim e mover in the group 
was M ary Dilley, who could

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Russ Solzhenitsyn Pens 'Bitter Truth'

—Alexander 
Sol­ 
zhenitsyn, arguably the greatest 
writer to have matured in the 
Soviet Union since the 1917 re­ 
volution, was honored in Stock­ 
holm on Dec. 10 as the 1970 
winner of the Nobel Prize for 
literature. 
He was not, as the world 
knows, present to receive his 
prize —even though the Soviet 
establishment 
has 
conceded 
that he is undubtedly a “pow­ 
erful” writer and has, in the 
columns of Pravda, had his 
writings compared with that of 
Tolstoy. 
Even Alexi Surkov, father fig­ 
ure of the Writers’ Union and a 
member of its executive secret­ 
ariat, has granted that Sol- 
z h e n i t s y n ’ s work contains 
“much bitter truth.” 
Surkov, when he was in Lon 
don earlier this year, told me 
that Solzhenitsyn was “in his 
way, an honest man,” but that 
his outlook was hostile to Soviet 
society. His trouble* he said 
was that he offered no alterna­ 
tive. 
Conflict Obvious 
One does not need to read 
much of SoUhenitsyn’s work to 
see why it is incompatible with 
the party’s wish to see the 
emergence cf a wholesome new 
“Soviet m an” taking his place 
in a full Conmunist society. 
His characters ask questions 
about the quality of life, and 
the hierarckies that order this 
life, with a directness that 
could be slid to parallel the 
questions aiked about Roman- 
Catholicism by the people of 
Graham Gitene. 
In “First Circle,” where the 
setting is ai emphatically and 


peculiarly Soviet prison camp 
(the inmates working on a new 
and sophisticated “bugging” de­ 
vice), one of the prisoners 
asks: “Is this the Stone Age or 
the 20th Century? Who nowa 
days has the right to sit in 
udgment on his fellow man? 
Who has the right to deprive 
another of his freedom?” 
These are pointed questions 
for any modem society—but not 
the sort that I have heard open­ 
ly discussed in Moscow or there­ 
abouts. 
Sepculatlon on Rejection 
It has been suggested that 
one cause of the “official” Rus 
sians’ rejection of Solzhenitsyn 
is their creeping rehabilitation 
of Stalin. The “master of half 
of the world,” in the eyes of 
Solzhenitsyn, 
was 
latterly 
carefully closeted and acutely 
suffering paranoiac. Clearly, in 
Moscow today, that will not do 
Solzhenitsyn stands somewhat 
aside from that ill-coordinated 
group of several hundred (at 
least) intellectuals which has 
emerged as an opposition move 
ment of some importance in the 
Soviet Union. This movement 
matters because of the unde 
niable intellectual stature and 
breadth of committed socialist 
vision of some of its members 
and also because their works 
are becoming increasingly 
miliar inside and outside 
Soviet Union. 
It is not difficult in the bigger 
cities 
of 
Russia 
for 
intellectual to get hold of 
copy of any of the more con 
tentious works by members 
this incohesive group. 
Western publishers’ editions 
m a y 
be 
brought 
into 
the 
c o u n t r y 
and 
strategically 
“lost;” they may be propagated 
by diplomats; or—most often— 


they may be typed out, with 
several carbon copies at a time, 
by a diligent student sitting up 
through the night. 
Foreign broadcasting stations, 
beaming into the country what 
they consider interesting news 
(rarely, of course, coinciding 
with the ideas of Pravda or Iz 


vestia), keep listeners up to 
date with controversial devel­ 
opments. 
. Intellectuals have been stirr­ 
ing in Russia, on and off, and 
with varying degrees of effec­ 
tiveness, 
for 
much 
of 
the 
country’s history. But today, 
those who are stirring, though 


they do not like the status quo, 
are not seeking to change the 
color of their government in the 
way that the dissenters of the 
last century undoubtedly were. 
Certainly, however, they are 
asking 
some 
very 
pertinent 
questions. 
The Soviet Union, like many 


of 
the 
world’s 
developed 
countries, has room in its con­ 
stitution for some sort of oppo­ 
sition to the government of the 
day. Article 125 says its citizens 
are guaranteed by law freedom 
of speech, freedom of press, 
freedom of assembly and to 
hold street processions and oth 


er demonstrations. 
But—and this is important— 
these freedoms have to coincide 
with “the interests of the work­ 
ing people and with The object 
of strengthening the socialist 
system.” 
The chief concern of the oppo­ 
sition group, like that in any 
country anywhere, is to op­ 
pose—to touch raw nerves. In 
their condemnations of what 
went wrong under Stalin, there 
is the (undenied) implication 


that the system that allowed 
this to flourish has remained 
virtually unchanged. 


Because the group usually 
represents an educated “meri­ 
tocracy,” far removed in its 
Chinking from the current lead­ 
ership, the possibility is very 
real that the gap between the 
understanding of the group and 
that of the conservative leader­ 
ship will, in the medium term 
anyway, 
grow wider 
rather 
than narrower.

Dear Reader — There are 
several different types of hiatal 
hernia. Rarely h a person born 
with a large hoh in the diaph­ 
ragm that permis the stomach 
and sometimes otier abdominal 
organs to slide in* the chest. 
The most conmon hernia, 
however, is causcl by an en­ 
largement of the wrmal ring­ 
like opening in th» diaphragm 
where the esophags (the long

abdominal obesity are common 
f a c t o r s that contribute to 
squeezing a portion of the sto­ 
mach through the normal hole 
in the diaphragm. 
Fortunately, most hiatal her­ 
nias do not cause symptoms. 
When symptoms occur they are 
usually caused by a “reflux” of 
gastric juices and acids into the 
l o w e r esophagus. The eso­ 
phagus normally does not have 
acid in it and is closed off from 
the stomach acid and digestive 
juices by a valve mechanism at 
the diaphragm. The hernia pre­ 
vents this normal valve action 
in some cases, causing the sto­ 
mach contents to be squirted 
back into the lower esophagus. 
This results in chemical irrita­ 
tion and heartburn usually at 
the lower end of the breast 
bone. 
Mild 
heartburn 
from 
this 
cause is aggravated by heavy 
meals, bending over or lying 
down. It is relieved by sitting 
up or standing. Usually, the dif­ 
ficulty can be relived by enough 
of any antiacid like those used 
for uclers, or baking soada, 
milk or bland food. All of these 
act by neutralizing the stomach 
acid. 
As the condition worsens the 
pain becomes 
more 
severe. 
Then coffee, alcohol, cigarettes, 
spicy foods and acid foods like 
fruit juice all irritate the in­ 
flamed esophagus. Eventually, 
the lower end of the esophagus 
may become scarred and con­ 
tracted, causing difficulty In 
swallowing all solid food. 
Hiatal hernia can also cause 
dull pain behind the breast bone 
after eating. This may last 
few minutes or an hour. Pain 
may radiate into the shoulders, 
arms and jaw, resembling the 
pain from heart disease. There 
may or may not be belching 
(which can also occur with 
heart pain).

NEW YORK (AP) - A black 
Jew last week joined the staff 
of 
the Synagogue 
Council of 
America, pointing up the multi 
¡racial 
character 
of 
Judaism, 
and he hopes to strengthen the 
transracial bonds of the faith. 


“ Unfortunately, some people 
tend to look on Judaism as a 
monoracial 
community,” 
says 
Robert 
Coleman, 
the 
newly 
named head of the Council’s Di­ 
vision of Social Justice. 
But 
it’s not a racial thing at all.” 


Actually, he said in an inter­ 
view, Judaism “ embraces all 
kinds of groups, a melting pot,” 
including Africans, Asians and 
■ Orientals as well as those of 
European stock. 
He noted that this was in ac­ 
cord with the Scriptural prom­ 
ise to Abraham that he would 
be the “father of the multitude i 
of nations” and that his decen- 
dants would be as numerous as 
the “ stars of the heavens.” 
Coleman, 30, a New Yorker, 
previously was an organizer for 
the Mississippi-Alabama Relief 
Committee 
of 
the 
Southern 
Christian 
Leadership 
Confer­ 
ence, He is the first black Jew 
to become an executive of a na­ 
tional Jewish agency. 
In his post at the council, a 
cooperative body including all 
t h r e e 
major 
branches 
of 
Judaism, he will handle rela­ 
tions with black Jews in this 
country, and also deal with ten­ 
sions between urban blacks and 


Jews. 


Worldwide, 
there 
are 
thou­ 
sands of black Jews, including 
communities 
in 
Egypt 
and 
Yemenites now in Israel, their 
ancestry going back to early 
Judaism, Coleman said, as well 
as Indian Jews and many Japa­ 
nese Jews. 
In this country, an estimated 
10,000 blacks affirm Judaism, 
but only a few, about 300 Amer­ 
ican blacks, are said to fulfill 
traditional requirements for it 
—either by having a Jewish 
, mother or by going through a 
formally validated conversion. 
Of the total, however, an esti­ 
mated 3,000 participate regular­ 
ly in Jewish community life and 


customs, generally in white-led 
synagogues, although most are 
among those considered not to 
have fulfilled the technical cri­ 
teria for being Jewish. 
“They live as Jews, identify 
ideologically with 
the 
Jewish 
community and many are much 
m o r e 
observant 
of 
Jewish 
teachings 
than 
other 
Jews,” 
Coleman said. 


Can Be Formalized 


They could get their standing 
formalized through conversion, 
which involves an examination 
on Jewish tenets, although Cole­ 
man emphasized that modern 
Judaism does not actively pro­ 
selytize for converts. 
“ It’s not a casual matter,” j 
said Coleman, himself a con­ 
vert about six years ago, after 
having been a Baptist. “ Initial­ 
ly, anyone is discouraged from 
converting.

Civil Defense re-evaluated 


Recent fires in the Ganesha 
Hills 
and 
local 
mountains, 
heavy flooding and warnings 
of serious earthquakes seem 
to 
have 
increased 
interest 


among local citizens and city 
officials in civil defense. 
Several 
communities 
are 
currently reevaluating their 
civil defense programs and, 


on a county level, officials 
are reviewing ways to im- 
p r o v e communications be­ 
tween private, local and state 
agencies in the event of a dis­ 
aster. 
“Whenever you have had 
an incident — a disaster — 
you don’t have to push civil 
defense anymore,” said Ben 
Watson, Pomona’s executive 
civil defense director. “The 
Ganesha Hills fire certainly 
has made a better picture for 
civil defense.” 
The 
better 
picture, 
how­ 
ever, is lim ited mostly to na­ 
tural disasters—floods, fires, 
earthquakes 
— 
things 
that 
seem to have become p art of 
life 
in 
Southern 
California. 
The 
once 
seem ingly 
wide­ 
spread interest in the seed for 
fallout 
protection 
seem s 
to 
have 
faded from the local 
scene with the advent of Over­ 
kill, DaStalinization and the 
N uclear Test Ban Treaty. 
“ Civil defense for the public 
has had the connotation of 
n u c l e a r w arfare,” Watson 
said. “The feeling of the pub­ 
lic now is that the nuclear sit­ 
uation is bigger than both of 
us.”

space for only about 40,000. 
Supplied shelters are avail­ 
able for just 12,700. The fig­ 
ures are similar for other Po­ 
mona Valley cities. 
But for a less extensive na­ 
tural disaster, Watson said, 
Pomona is prepared. 
“We are prepared in the 
sense that we have good gov­ 
ernment organization around 
us,” he said. “We have com­ 
munication—that's the main 
thing.”

aid

pleted reviewing the com m u­ 
nity’s disaster plan and found 
it in good working order, sug­ 
gesting only that some minor 
changes be m ade.

ministrator acts as civil de­ 
fense director, and is aided 
by the executive civil defense 
director, who helps coordinate 
operations with 
neighboring 
communities, and county and 
state officials.

Pcm ona m akes use of a “ fan­ 
out s y s t e m . ” D epartm ent 
heads are

Depending on the nature of 
the disaster, various city de­ 
partments form the first line 
of defense. In the event of a 
major flood, the Street De­ 
partment, backed up by Sani­ 
tation 
and 
Parks depart­

would direct oper­ 
ations. All other emergencies 
would be usually handled first 
by the police or fire depart­ 
ments, with assistance from 
other city agencies. 


John Tuttle, Street Depart­ 
ment director, said that in the 
event of a large scale flood, a 
team of about 15 radio cars 
would be dispatched to differ­ 
ent areas cf the community. 
These scouts wo; I ! assess the 
damage and direct the de­ 
partment's 
work force

This decrease in interest is 
largely responsible for a lack 
of ample fallout shelter space 
in all valley communities, ac­ 
cording to Watson. As urban 
renewal, 
ecology, 
Vietnam,

fense has fallen.

Cost of drugs too high? 
Book tells you what to 


THE NEW HANDBOOK OF 
PRESCRIPTION DRUGS by 
Richard Burack, M.D. Ballan- 
tine, $1.25. 
Sometimes 
you 
find 
bar­ 
gains in the most unexpected 
places; for the nearly 100 mil­ 
lion Americans who go to the 
drug store to turn in a doc­ 
tor’s prescription this paper 
back is worth the price many 
times over. 
Basically, the book is the 
outgrowth 
of 
one 
doctor’s 
frustration with the drug in­ 
dustry — the most profitable 
manufacturing field in Ameri­ 
ca. 
Specifically, 
it 
will 
show 
you how you can save money 
by cutting some of that profit 
through the use of generic 
rather than brand nam es on 
your prescriptions for drugs. 
E x a m p l e : Nembutal, a 
sleeping pill m anufactured by 
Abbott Laboratories, is listed 
* at $16.20 
for 
1,000 
capsules 
100 m iligram s strong, whole­ 
sale. Under its generic nam e 
of sodium pentobarbital, it is 
made by 16 other pharm aceu­ 
tical companies and sold for 
prices ranging from $2.30 to 
$8.88 per 1,000 wholesale. 
The book gives listings of 
hundred of drugs by 
their 
brand nam es, generic nam es 
and price breakdowns. You 
will be amazed. 
That Dr. Burack is angry 
with the drug industry, there 
is no doubt. He charges that - 
the industry hoodwinkles the 
nation’s busy physicians into 
prescribing too many drugs 
for p atients who do not need 
them, 
into 
prescribing 
the 
wrong drug; and into helping 
the industry maintain its high 
margin of profit. 
He says a government Sub­ 
committee 
on 
Monopoly 
in 
1967 discovered that 3y2 to 4 
million A m ericans were being 
“dosed” each year with Chlo­ 
romycetin, an antibiotic m ost­ 
ly used against typhoid fever. 
“ If physicians had limited 
its use to conditions where it 
is truly indicated, only 10,000 
persons at most would have 
received it. Death from aplas­ 
tic anemia following admin­ 
istration of Chloromycetin for 
trivia 
such 
as 
acne, 
sore 
throat, the common cold, mi- 


nor urinary infections, even 
infected hangnail, has been 
the documented fate of many 
hundreds 
and 
possibly 
the 
fate of several thousands of 
Americans in recent years.” 


Again, Burack blam es the 
drug industry for “ false and 
m isleading claim s.” 
He says that unless the med* 
dical profession divorces itself 
from the drug industry and 
works independently of it for 
the interest of the patient, the 
profession will soon find itself 
controlled by a government 
agency. 
He advocates a m andatory 
labeling law that will leave no 
doubt as to what medicine is 
in the bottle. 


And he urges doctors and 
patients alike to learn more 
about the drugs they are us­ 
ing, independent of the public­ 
ity and promotion of the phar­ 
m aceutical houses.

Unfortunately, 
the 
book 
promises much more than it 
delivers. Of course, “escape 
from addiction” is quite a lot 
to promise. 
Almost 
two-thirds 
of 
the 
volume discusses the process 
and effects of addiction. The 
rem ainder 
outlines 
a 
total 
care program for hospitalized 
patients 
involving 
general 
physical rehabilitation, group 
therapy, and supervision 
in 
the community. 
But what 
is the average 
length of treatm ent, the num­ 
ber of patients cured, and for 
how long? What is the com­ 
parative effectiveness of pro­ 
gram s using only antabuse (a 
drug causing nausea when the 
person 
drinks), 
counseling, 
AA membership, or the old 
direct approach of the Salva­ 
tion Army of “ Soup, Soap & 
Salvation” ? 
The reader is left in the 
dark because these questions 
are never raised. There are 
virtually no statistical data of 
any kind in the book. While 
this may make for easy read­ 
ing, one usually chooses to 
read something on the topic 
of addiction to get some an­ 
swers and not for enjoyment. 
One of the most intriguing 
and speculative statem ents of 
Dr. Bell’s book is his claim 
that social and individual hu­ 
man happiness must be found 
in loyalties beyond “ the out­ 
moded philosophies that per­ 
petuate blind allegiance to the 
defense of geographic or phi­ 
losophic territory by ancient, 
animalistic methods of war 
and slaughter.” 
Otherwise, 
he 
predicts, 
some of us will continue to 
suffer the 
boredom, 
loneli­ 
n e s s , frustration, violence, 
i 
and despair which leads to 
death by chemical addiction. 
This 
is 
w h y — despite 
the 
generally optimistic tone of 
Dr. Bell’s book—the solution 
to the problem of widespread 
drug abuse may be more illu­ 
sive and threatening than the 
addiction itself. 


In this first version, Purdy 
recounts a struggle on our 
midwestern plains more intri­

courses so they can become 
tomorrow’s Hemingways and

These can’t be ignored, un­ 
fortunately, but they 
make 
creative writing an uncom­ 
monly exciting sport. 
What are these basic facts 
of the writing life? 
First, the publishing busi­ 
ness is filled with enough ob­ 
stacles and stumbling blocks 
to keep very many “ outsid­ 
ers” out of the race. 
Second, if a person wants to 


write, he must teach himself, 
with the aid of proper literary 
models or his own imagina­ 
tive 
drive: 
No 
classroom 
teacher can possibly make a 
W riter out of him. 
Third, one has 
to 
write 
about what he knows, and for 
this he assuredly does not 
need a teacher. Last, there is 
no substitute for plain hard 
work . . . at the desk, alone. 
All well and good. 
What makes this book so in­ 
triguing is that the editor, a 
young Ph.D. in lit, novelist, 
a n d 
college 
w riterin-resi- 
dence, has obtained lengthy 
statem ents from 10 successful 
w riters who teach creative 
writing (and added his own): 
How do you get people to 
write, in class, what do you 
do and what do they do, and 
what happens as a result? 
Reading the 11 pieces, by 
such authors as Wright Mor­ 
ris, 
Denise 
Levertov, 
John 
Hawkes, Robert Creeley, and 
George P. Elliott, one gets all 
kinds of new insights into the 
writing game, and also the 
teaching-writing game. 
And one learns a lot about 
things he has always taken 
for granted, like a personal 
voice. What is just as impor­ 
tant, one learns how very dif­ 
ferently writers and teachers 
look at their chosen craft. 
Which chapter is probably 
the most exciting?

The parking problem 


“It wasn’t like this in the gold old days;” many a 
Pomonan complains when he finds he has been 
cited for over-parking and is going to have to pay a 
small fine for the oversight. Which shows you just 
how little most Pomonans know about what was 
going on in this city three quarters of a cetnury 
ago. 
Just for the record, we were really socking it to 
parking violators way back there when. And when I 
say socking, I really mean socking; In September 
1892, Pomona’s city attorney was instructed by our 
city trustees to prepare an ordinace imposing a pe­ 
nalty of not less than $10 nor more than $50 for 
hitching horse to shade trees. 
And the more you delve into the traffic problems 
in Pomona in those days, the more interesting they 
become. The same September the editor of the Po­ 
mona Weekly Times was complaining bitterly be­ 


cause flocks of sheep had been driven back and 
forth through the center of town no less than a do­ 
zen times within a period of a month. 
But even in that long ago the comfort and con­ 
venience of shoppers who visited Pomona’s Central 
Business District (Second Street, Thomas Street and 
Garey Avenue) was being given serious consid­ 
eration by our city fathers. On Sept 15, 1892, the 
street superintendent was instructed to put up hitch­ 
ing racks in the downtown area. The posts were to 
be of wood and tinned. The crossbars were to be 
two inch iron gas pipe. 
The town was growing. In the opinion of some of 
our citizens, traffic and congestion were becoming 
unbearable. They were feeling the need to get away 
from it all. So it was not surprising that 1892 was 
also the year when it was being strongly advocated 
that a good wagon road be built to the top of Mt. 
Baldy.

analyzes at length as “the 
richest source of all,” a pro­ 
found “subterranean” novel. 
Mostly Miss Nin analyzes 
her own work, explaining the 
genesis, images, characteriza­ 
tion, and goals of such novels 
as “ A Spy in the House of 
Love,” 
“ Ladders to Fire,” 
"House of Incest,” and “Un­ 
der a Glass Bell.” 
She has tried to omit real- 


istic trappings, to eliminate 
props except as meaningful 
s y m b o l s of the essential 
psycho-drama. 
Considering 
the 
external 
story unreal, she praises abst­ 
raction, not in the sense of 
dehumanization but as 
the 
free flight of the imagination. 
She tries to convey the mobil­ 
ity and fluidity of life and to 
reject rigidity and dogma, 
repressions 
and definitions. 
Instead she 
shares 
D. 
H. 
Lawrence’s faith in intuitions 
a n d 
claims 
that, “What 


makes us human is empathy, 
sympathy.” 
Yet she does not equate 
spontaneity with sloppiness; 
Miss Nin is not an action wri­ 
ter but insists on disciplined 
selectivity. “Blind action only 
contributes to our emotional 
atrophy.” 
Neither does she believe we 
can communicate with bana­ 
lities, as in the theatre of the 
absurd. She believes language 
should be elaborated, not lim­ 
ited by cliches. 
Pop art is for her “an act 


of passivity, an act of resig­ 
nation, of impotence. . . ” In­ 
stead of surrendering to what 
is, the artist should create 
what might be. For the novel­ 
ist, language should be mag­ 
ic, and the artist should pro­ 
ject love and life, not hate 
and death. 
Miss Nin has articulate and 
strong view, but she avoids 
dogma and wants no limit­ 
ations on the novel. The novel 
must remain open to innova­ 
tion; ideally, it should be an 
extension of poetry.

gogue of the Hadassah hospi­ 
tal in Jerusalem. 
Chagall, the man, is slow to 
emerge in this book. It is only 
near the end of the biography 
that the jig-saw of his life 
friends and times begins to 
fall comfortably into place. 
This is probably due to the 
author’s having known him 
personally only over the past 
10 years. 
In his attempt at accuracy 
and coverage of the early 
years of this biography, the 
author links together bits of 
i n f 0 r m a t i 0 n and tries to 
smooth it into narrative. The 
result is jerky and demands 
careful reading. In fact, the 
opening chapter is only com­ 
prehensible upon second read­ 
ing. It is a mood piece, and 
moves so slowly as to be dis­ 
astrous for the beginning of 
the book.

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EDITORIAL 
Nixon-governors 
rift not so wide 


The surface and below-surface grumblings of 
some Republican governors over the Nixon-Agnew 
performance in Washington and on the road in 1970 
have drawn some people off the track. 
The separation of the governors from the Presi­ 
dent is not all that wide. 
First off, the situation was fuzzed up at the outset 
of the GOP governors’ meeting by the not-too-sig- 
nificant gripes of some ahgry lame ducks and by 
the predictably quotable blasts of that perennial 
bomb-thrower, the very engaging Gov. Tom McCall 
of Oregon. 
You have to sift out that shrapnel. Gov. Nelson 
Rockefeller of New York sought to put the lame 
ducks’ mutterings in perspective: “I can’t see any­ 
thing in it but some self-gratification. They’re a 
bunch of sore boys.” 
Now, of course, the defeated governors and the 
unfetered virtuosity of McCall were not the sole 
fount of complaints. Many of tne continuing gover­ 
nors sang their sad little choruses of dismay at Vice 
President Agnew’s “divisive” tactics and “name- 
calling” and at the President’s alleged negativism 
across a broad front. 
Yet the responsible governors who have the 
chance to be lead dogs between now and the 1972 
presidential race are not thinking of making a fed­ 
eral case out of their unhappiness. Nor are they so 
unrealistic as to imagine they can separate their 
own fates, seemingly secure in most instances until 
their terms expire in 1974, from what happens in 
1972 to Nixon and their party. 
You could say thal their clear decision not to 
throw bombs is typical GOP stuff. Republicans ne­ 
ver have cared much for the sight of their own 
blood. 
Sub observations, however, don’t get to the core. 
Nor do those which depict them as hopelessly dis­ 
illusioned. Though they didn’t L;ke a single word of 
Nixon’s post-election comment demeaning the role of 
the governors in presidential politics, most I talked 
to think he didn’t really mean it, that it was an 
unwise emotional burst ticked off by this fall’s 12 
GOP gubernatorial defeats. 
Gov. Daniel Evans of Washington commented: 
“The President several times has told me in re­ 
cent years that having more Republican governors 
was the difference between his ’68 victory and his 
1960 defeat.” 
Moreover, beyond their natural bent against blood­ 
letting in the family, all but maybe McCall see no 
sense at this hard turn in GOP history in placing 
themselves in public adversary posture with Nixon. 
“They don’t want to rip up the thing,” said a 
veteran GOP analyst. 
The “thing” is the Nixon administration. Not­ 
withstanding their public fussing over negativism, 
divisiveness and lack of leadership, the key Republi­ 
can governors generally will tell you they like much 
the President has done—winding down the war, of­ 
fering new welfare proposals, urging at least a start 
on revenue-sharing. 
What men like Evans, Milliken of Michigan, Sar­ 
gent of Massachusetts, Ray of Iowa, Love of Colo­ 
rado, Rockefeller, Holton of Virginia say they want 
is positive stress on these matters and many more 
constructive programs and utterances aimed at sol­ 
ving problems and enlarging and strengthening the

The 
shake-up 
in

n a n c e s of the American 
church 
has 
had 
vibrations 
around the world. A sharp re­ 
duction in overseas personnel 
and a severe limitation on 
n e w a s s i g n m e n t s have 
touched nearly every denomi­ 
nation that has a world mis­ 
sions budget. 
Although this trend started 
quietly three or four years 
ago, the crunch hit like a ton 
of bricks during the recession 
o f 
1970. 
More 
than 
100 
Presbyterian 
teachers, 
eva­ 
ngelists and medical techni- 
c i a n s returned 
last 
year 
alone. These cuts will contin­ 
ue and the perspective 
on 
overseas work faces a new 
question mark. 
About a year ago this wri­ 
ter received a communication 
from a college classm ate who 
has served various church or­ 
ganizations in the Philippines. 
He spoke of the events we 
have described, but not in the 
tone of distress or defeat: 
Period of Transition 
“This is a definite period of 
transition for the church here.

over. There is the urgency for 
participating in the national 
goals of economic and social

pines. The final links of de­ 
pendence on th»1 supporting 
denominations in the States 
are weakening.

Congress will join next 
year in the search for m ilita­ 
ry misappropriations. Almost 
everyone 
is 
scrounging 
for 
wasted dollars. 
But even m ore appalling, at 
least in human term s, is the 
waste in manpower. The bud­ 
get 
planners 
and 
w atchers 
have largely ignored the mil- 
l i o n s that 
annually 
filter 
through the m ilitary’s leaky 
manpower program s. Almost 
no one is paying attention to 
the wasted manhours. 
Without doubt, the U.S. has 
the most over manned, over­ 
staffed, over-officered arm ed 
forces in m ilitary history. The 
rule in the services seemingly 
is to use 10 men where one 
mieht do. It is a common 
sight on most m ilitary posts 
to see able-bodied men en­ 
gaged 
in the 
most 
trivial 
tasks. 
Until recently, many Army 
b a s e s 
in 
the 
U.S. 
were 
thronged 
with 
“short 
ter­ 
m ers” : 
two-year 
men who 
had spent five or six months 
in training, then were sent to 
Vietnam for one-year tours. 
They returned to the states 
with only a few months of ob­ 
ligation left. It wasn’t uncom­ 
mon on these bases to see 
hordes of fatigue-clad soldiers 
scouring open fields for ciga­ 
rette butts and bits of trash. 
There 
was 
simpy 
nothing 
better for them to do. 
The surplus manpower be­ 
came so em barassing that in 
August, 1969, the Army quiet- 
lv ruled that returning en­ 
listed men, with 150 days or 
less of their enlistm ent re- 
m a i n i n g . should be dis­ 
charged early. 


Pampering the Brass 


Because of the easy avail­ 
ability of men, the services 
have always pam pered their 
nobility with servants. In the 
past, this was a covert oper­ 
ation. Mon were pulled from 
the ranks, 
briefed 
on 
the 
benefits of “ volunteering” as 
a general’s aide, given a toi- 
let-bowl 
brush 
and put 
to 
work. 
Thev 
kept 
their 
original 
“ military 
occupational 
spe­ 
cialty” and were carried on 
the 
books 
as 
infantrymen, 
clerks or electricians. The old 
man had a valet, the wife had 


a cook, and the taxpayers 
footed the bill. 
But now the armed services 
have made bootlicking a “ ca­ 
reer field,” have established 
training courses, and have 
even written manuals on the 
care and feeding of brass 
hats. The three major serv­ 
ices have almost 2,000 com­ 
bat-trained 
soldiers, airmen 
a n d s e a m e n now toting 
brooms and Brasso metal pol­ 
ish for general officers and 
their wives. This doesn’t in­ 
clude hundreds of other “vol­ 
unteers” who are still avail­ 
able under the old system to 
perform extra chores. 


A 
Pentagon 
report, pre­ 
pared under the direction of 
the Assistant Defense Secret­ 
ary for Manpower and Re­ 
serve Affairs, touches on an­ 
other aspect of the great man­ 
power waste. The report indi­ 
cates that the Army does a 
poor job of utilizing the skills 
of the men who come into the 
service from civilian life. The 
m ilitary 
brass, 
apparently, 
are still playing the old Army 
gam e 
of matching squares 
with round holes. 


Out of 41,974 college gradu­ 
ates who enlisted in 1969, the 
report showed 5,722 had spec­ 
ial training that should have 
qualified them almost auto­ 
m atically for certain military 
jobs. Yet only 222 of these 
men — less than 4 per cent — 
were placed in jobs for which 
they were expertly trained. 
With 394 vacancies for ar­ 
chitects, for example, only 
eight of the 270 trained archi­ 
tects were put into that spec­ 
ia lty . Meanwhile, the Army 
went blandly ahead training 
architects at the taxpayers’ 
expense. 
With a need for 463 accoun­ 
tants, only 62 of the 912 ac­ 
countants who enlisted were 
used in their field. And only 6 
of 244 soil scientists were as­ 
signed to the 103 available 
openings. In all these cases, 
other men were trained by 
the 
Army to 
fill the 
va­ 
cancies. 
Keene Peterson, a dapper, 
articulate manpower special­ 
ist 
for 
the 
Pentagon, 
ex­ 
plained 
the 
m i l i t a r y 
viewpoint. “The report is a 
statistical compilation, not a 
study,” he said. “No attempt 
was made to interpret the 
findings.

men were utilized but only 
where they were assigned for

plan to stress flood control. 
“ I think we are being real­ 
istic,” Custer said. 
‘‘There 
has not been a year go by 
that we have not had a m ajor 
watershed fire. It’s like fight­ 
ing a w ar.” 
He said the new plan would 
make more use of assistance 
available 
from 
surrounding 
communities 
and 
county 
agencies. 
Phone System 
He noted that Ontario had 
recently implemented a direct 
dialing system that would put 
city officials in swift contact 
with other 
county 
commu- 
nites. 
“ Even if our boards are 
jam m ed, we will still be able 
to dial,” Custer said. 
(Pomona also introduced a 
sim ilar direct dial system this 
month). 
In Claremont, City M anager 
Keith Mulrooney said that the 
City 
Council 
had 
recently 
adopted a new civil defense 
ordinance and was continuing 
to study possible am endments 
to the community’s general 
safety plan. 
Individual city departm ents 
are currently writing specific 
articles of the new ordinance, 
Mulrooney said. 
George Caswell, La Verne

Recent disasters and pos­ 
sible new agreem ent with the 
federal government has en­ 
couraged a private agency, 
the Salvation Army, to review 
its emergency aid program.

DEAR DR. MILLER: 
I’m 
considering giving someone a 
post-Christmas goose. Do they 
make acceptable pets? The 
party does have 
plenty of 
room to keep one. — L.L. 


Dear L.L.: If it must be a 
goose, get a young one. A 
gosling, preferably. They are 
much more adaptable 
and, 
with 
good 
care, 
have 
a 
chance to make a reasonably 
good feathered friend. 
They 
are at their best, however, as 
an outside pet who, this time 
of year, would certainly need 
dry, draft - free quarters. A 
downy gosling would certainly 
need 
a 
supplemental 
heat 
source. If there is an ideal 
season for such a pet, this 
isn’t it. Goslings groove 
on 
lush, green grass. This time 
of year the growing mash and 
other substitutes can replace 
the short green. 


DEAR DR. MILLER: Our 
family has always had hordes 
— or so it seems — of dogs 
and cats around. 
Over the 
years, we have had lots of 
problems with the dogs with 
ear infections. With cats, the 
only time we had an ear 


problem was when 
it 
had 
picked up ear mites. We have 
a dog right now who has a 
stubborn ear infection and it 
prompts us to ask why dogs 
have so much more trouble 
with their ears than cats do. 
- G.F. 
Dear G.F.: It’s true that if 
cats can remain free of ear- 
mites they can usually re­ 
main free of all ear problems. 
This is due to the differences 
in anatomy between a dog’s 
ear and a cat’s. The dogs 
frequently have either a flop­ 
py ear which checks air cir­ 
culation into the ear canal or 
a heavy growth of hair at the 
entrance of, or inside, the ear 
canal which has the same ef­ 
fect in blocking air circula­ 
tion. To compound the prob­ 
lem of aereating the;ear can­ 
al, that of the dog is extrem e­ 
ly 
long 
and 
comparatively 
narrow. A cat, on the other 
hand, enjoys a short, blunt, 
open, ear canal with adequate 
air circulation. In some areas 
ear mites are so common that 
cats actually suffer more ear 
problems than dogs in the 
same area. But, as noted, 
barring this mitey problem, 
cats’ ears are sually problem- 
free. 


ites are also trying to im­ 
prove their efficiency, accord­ 
ing to Alfred C. Richmond, 
executive director of Area D 
Civil Defense 
and Disaster 
Board. 
Area D covers most of the 
E ast San Gabriel and 
Po­ 
mona valleys. Twelve com­ 
munities, Pomona, La Verne, 
San Dimas, Claremont, Co­ 
vina, Azusa, Baldwin Park, 
Bradbury, El Monte, South El 
Monfe, Irwindale and Mon­ 
rovia, and Los Angeles County 
are members of the district 
and have representatives on 
the district board. 
The 
district 
acts 
as 
a 
coordinating agency for its 
members, helping to ease co­ 
operation and communication 
during times of emergency. 
“ Our cities are definitely 
well organized as far as law 
enforcement and fire is con­ 
cerned,” he said, “ but other 
service areas are not as well 
organized.” 
Richmond stressed that the 
two biggest problems facing 
disaster defense agencies in 
Area D are the lack of a cen­ 
tralized communications sys­ 
tem and a general plan for 
emergency medical service. 
A general communications 
system, something like 
the 
p o l i c e radio network, 
is 
needed which will hookup all 
concerned 
organizations 
in 
time of a 
widespread 
dis­ 
aster, Richmond said. 
He described medical serv­ 
ice plans as “woefully weak.” 
“ We are entirely dependent 
on volunteer doctors,” he said. 
“ It’s everybody working for 
themselves.” 
“ We have nobody respon­ 
sible at the present tim e,” he 
continued. “There is no city 
physician as there is a chief 
of police.” 
A l t h o u g h many doctors 
automatically offer their aid 
following a disaster, there is 
at present no organization to 
direct the right amount of 
medical manpower and equip­ 
ment to the right spot, Rich­ 
mond said. 
He also pointed out that pri­ 
vate hospitals probably would 
not be able to handle medical 
needs in the time of a large- 
scale disaster. Equipment for 
three 200-bed field hospitals is 
stored in the valley, but Rich­ 
mond 
question 
whether 
it 
could be distributed and set up 
quickly. 
“ I would question whether 
we could get them set up in 
24 to 36 hours,” he said. “ We 
are 
not 
prepared 
to 
open 
them up.” 
The 
Los 
Angeles 
County 
Medical Association has been 
asked by the Board of Super­ 
visors to develop a medical 
aid plan that should help fill 
the need in any type of dis­ 
aster, Richmond noted. 
“ But until we can get this 
thing from a planning point it 
is going to be slow going,” he 
said. “ It’s a serious 
prob­ 
lem.”

Nevertheless,

easonable excuse for the de­ 
lay. 
In one case, a woman had 
never been told about an in­ 
surance policy bought by her 
utsband’s employer. Several 
months after his death, she 
happened to find out about 
'lie insurance — and put in 
her claim at once. 
Fven though the policy call- 
d for “ immediate” notice of 
leath,

ould still collect. The judge 
.aid “ immediate,” 
in these 
circumstances, 
meant

ifter she learned of the pol­ 
icy’s existence. 
On the other hand, courts

mould haVe a fair chance, if 
ko desires, to Inquire Into 


the cause of death before too 
much time has gone by. 
Accordingly, a delay due to

Jack of all trades 
retires-kinda

From the frozen northland 
of Minnesota, to the foggy 
shores of Kodiak Island and 
the sunshine of San Diego, 
Lowell Jones of Pomona, mu­ 
sician, cartoonist- innkeeper, 
draftsman, map designer and 
family service organizer, has 
been around a little during 
his 67 years. Now he just 
wants to take it easy — al­ 
most. 
During his life Jones has 
been something of a jack of 
all trades, and in the process 
has become expert at many 
of them. A native of Min­ 
nesota, Jones has spent most 
of his life in the West, often 
working at jobs he created on 
his own. 
Following the tragic death 
of his father who died while 
Lowell 
was 
in 
high school 
—Jones, who resides at 306 
Cindy Ct., in Pomona, had to 
assume many of the respon­ 
sibilities normally shouldered 
by 
his 
father. 
After grad­ 
uating from high school in San 
Diego, he joined the Navy to 
earn a living and help out with 
expenses at home. 
In 1920 Jones was gradu­ 
ated from the Naval Musi­ 
cians School and completed 
his enlistment aboard the USS 
Baltimore at Pearl Harbor. 
Following his discharge from 
the Navy, Jones decided to 
try his hand at drafting and 
enrolled in a drafting course 
at the YMCA technical school 
in Los Angeles. 
After completing the draft­ 
ing course, Jones accepted a 
job with the Southern Califor­ 
nia Edison Co. and went to 
work as a draftsman in the 
company’s 
engineering 
de­ 
partment. He was sent into 
the High Sierra to work on 
the hug® Big Creek hydro­ 
electric project that at the 
time had more than 2,000 men 
working on it. The biggest 
project involved was the con­ 
struction of a 13-mile tunnel 
through a granite mountain 
that would connect two moun­ 
tain 
lakes. 
Jones 
was 
in 
charge of keeping track of the 
daily progress made on the 
tunnel, which some days was 
no more than five feet. Jones 
worked on the hydro-electric 
project for two years until 
1924 when it was completed 
and 
then 
returned 
to 
San 
Diego. 
Changes Horses 
Once again he changed hor­ 
ses in mid stream and started 
working for the Pacific Tele­ 
phone and Telegraph Co. as a 
salesman and business office 
representative. 
W h i l e 
working 
in 
San 
Dieao, 
Jones 
met 
his wife 
Greta. The two had been dat­ 
ing for quite a while when 
Jones finally decided it was 
time to pop the question. 
H** bought* u- 
ring- 


but after purchasing it start­ 
ed 
to 
hedge 
a 
little 
and 
couldn’t summon the courage 
to make a proposal. After 
carrying the ring around for 
several weeks, he finally de­ 
cided to lock it in the safe at 
t h e 
telephone 
company’s 
branch office cn Coronado Is­ 
land where he was working. 
But suddenly Jones was in­ 
spired and he asked, sans ring, 
Greta to marry him. The two 
immediately 
ran 
out 
and 
caught a night ferry to Coro­ 
nado Island to get the ring. 
Jones unlocked the door and 
opened the safe but, fearing 
that police might think a bur­ 
glary was in process- did not 
turn 
on 
the 
office 
lights. 
Greta had to take her ring 
out to a phone booth in the 
lobby 
and 
use 
the 
phone 
boo'h’s courtesy light to take 
a look at the ring. 


In 1935, Jones and his wife 
started a new resident service 
in San Diego. Their enterprise 
welcomed an average of 6,000 
new families to the San Diego 
area each year. Jones pub­ 
lished a magazine geared for 
new arrivals that provided in­ 
formation on all aspects of 
living in the San Diego area. 
Mrs. Jones headed a group of 
four women who called on 
new families moving into the 
area to help make their trans­ 
ition to the Southland a little 
easier. 
While running the new resi­ 
dent service, Jones decided 
the city was in need of a good 
pictoral 
map 
depicting 
its 
many 
attractions, 
and 
set 
about to draw one. As a child, 
Jones had attended the Min­ 
neapolis Institute of Fine Art 
and had a number of cartoons 
published in the Minneapolis 
Journal, but he decided to let 
’ an expert do the 
finishing 
work on his map and em­ 
ployed a professional artist to 
do the final rendering. 
Jones sold 50,090 copies of 
the pictoral map. In the years 
since, he has designed a num­ 
ber of others, including maps 
of 
Los 
Angeles. 
Hollywood, 
California, and Kodiak Island. 
Jones says he drew the maps 
mostly as a hobby, and was 
satisfied to break even on the 
cost of printing them. 
I n 
1 9 4 5, 
Jones 
again 
switched trades. This lime he 
took a position as safety inspec' 
tor for the U.S. Army, work­ 
ing at Camp Callan and later 
at an embarkation station in 
British Columbia. In 1950, he 
took a position as safety di­ 
rector of the U.S. Naval Sta­ 
tion at Kodiak, Alaska, where 
he worked until 1956. 
While working on 
Kodiak 
Island, Jones wanted to go on 
a hunt after one of the na- 
torious 
Kodiak bear. 
Jones 
met 
a 
hunting 
guide 
who 
promised he would take him 
beat hunting if Jones agreed

Ur. Benjamin Spock 


NEW YORK (AP) - “I am 
proud if I have anything to do 
with the fact that so many 
young people are idealistic 
and courageous in such things 
as opposition to the Vietnam 
war, racial injustice and un­ 
necessary poverty,” says Dr. 
Benjamin Spock. 
‘‘I’m proud if I’m respon­ 
sible for the fact that they 
can’t be intimidated by ar­ 
bitrary authority,” adds the 
f a m e d writer pediatrician 
peace advocate whose book, 
“ Baby and Child Care,” was 
the Bible of many parents of 
the generation he is talking 
about. 
Now he is addressing these 
k i d s 
directly 
in 
a 
new 
book,“A Teenager’s Guide to 
Life and Love.” 
He decided 
to write it because of many let­ 
ters he received from teen-ag­ 
ers saying they found his mag­ 
azine articles for parents help­ 
ful. 
“I always assumed that I 
would be considered an ene­ 
my since parents must have 
used me against their chil­ 
dren, saying ‘Dr. Spock says 


you must do so-and-so , 
re­ 
marks the white-haired New 
Englander. “But the last few 
years since I’ve been march­ 
ing with them in opposition to 
the war in Vietnam I’ve found 
I’m considered a friend of the 
young. 
“The most significant cha­ 
racteristic of young people i? 
that they can’t be intimr’ 
by the government, because 
they have never been intimi­ 
dated by their parents,” he 
goes on. “They will respect a 
person who has earned their 
respect but have no respect 
for authority per se because 
they see it used increasingly 
in irrational, stupid ways.” 
T h e 
67-year-old 
retired 
physician was “shocked” to 
hear his earlier book called 
“permissive.” He points out 
that the trend in America to 
bring up children with more 
understanding and trust start­ 
ed around the turn of the cen­ 
tury and he merely put into 
simple language ideas that 
came 
from 
educators 
and 
Freud and his followers. 
In his current book, which 
he considers conservative, he 
a d v i s e s against smoking, 


against drinking — at least 
until 18 and perferably 20 — 
against 
early 
dating 
and 
against revealing previous se­ 
xual experiences. One excep­ 
tion to this, he says, is that a 
girl who has had an ille­ 
gitimate b .by should tell a 
boy who proposes marriage, 
rather than have him hear it 
later from someone else. 
“The need for sex education 
is 
being 
recognized 
now,” 
says the 6-foot-4 Dr. Suock. 
“But sex education in school 
is complicated by the fact 
that it is wrong to bring up 
sex without bringing up the 
spiritual side of it. io present 
merely the anatomical and 
physiological aspects tends to 
demean and mechanize it. 
“ Kids say it’s a perfectly 
natural instinct 
to 
be 
en­ 
joyed,” «he continues, “but it’s 
100 times more complicated 
than that . Civilization was 
created out of the partial inhi­ 
bition and sublimation of sex­ 
uality.” 
He doesn’t consider mari­ 
juana as dangerous as alcohol 
but he admits, 
“We don’t 
know for sure it’s not harmful 
nsvcholoeicallv and in other 


ways. But 
our hysteria 
is 
what makes these things fas­ 
cinating and less severe laws 
would get it into more healthy 
perspective.” 


While applauding the cour­ 
age and idealism of young 
people, Dr. Speck emphasizes 
that he is opposed to violence 
and thinks those who indulge 
in it are doing a disservice to 
the cause of peace and jus­ 
tice. 
• * I 
don’t 
think 
anyone 
should 
interfere 
with 
and 
shout down speakers,” he de­ 
clares. “ It’s fine to picket and 
demonstrate but once a spea­ 
ker is in the hall 9 out of 10 
people want to hear him. I 
still believe that we could use 
t h e p o l i t i c a l process to 
change the country, but not 
too many young people agree. 
They’re pessimistic.” 


Dr. Spock, however, is opti- 
m i s t i c about 
the 
young 
people. He thinks that there 
are only a “ mixed-up” few 
who resort to violence, and 
that millions of young people 
are “devoted to the idea of 
peace and 
to a world of 
hmthprlv love.”

>00; of the nation’s largest 
tiigh schools, the length of an 
rircraft 
carrier

fining more than 13 acres of 
loor space in four connected 
ouildings, has opened here to 
the delight of its 5,000 stu- 
lentts and 300 professional per­ 
sonnel. 
The school has more than 
228 teaching stations and 49

No m atter what their elder 
sisters out in the business 
world think, less than half of 
the college and high school 
coeds reported in a recent 
survey that they think women 
are discriminated against in 
this country. 
While 46.3 per cent of the 
girls do see discrimination, 
only 31.6 per cent of the boys 
queried agree with them. The 
n o r t h e a s t section of the 
country seems most inclined 
toward the notion that women 


get the short end of the stick, 
with half feeling this way in 
contrast to only 28.5 per cent 
of the students in the North 
Central states. 
Age of the kids appears to 
be a factor in their opinion, 
since 43.6 per cent of high 
school 
youngsters see dis­ 
crimination while only 34.1 
per cent of the college men 
and women do. 
“I think men naturally feel 
they are superior to women,’’ 
declares Karen Horan, 19, of 
Louisville,
